2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest a selector for selecting a one of a plurality 
of data processing systems with which to operate, invoking the selector causes a signal 
to be transmitted from the wireless transmitter, wherein the wireless transmitter is a 
radio frequency transmitter and the wireless receiver of each of the plurality of data 
processing systems is tuned to accept input on a received radio frequency wherein the 
received radio frequency for each of the plurality of data processing systems is different 
from that each of the other plurality of data processing systems as claimed in claims 
5,8,15,16.
